Egypt agrees to put 
stress on better ties

Egypt has complied with Israel's 
desire to re-emphasize normaliza- 
tion of relations and the return of the 
Egyptian ambassador to Tel Aviv in 
the talks between the two countries 
i scheduled to begin in Cairo next 
week. 

Premier Peres appeared to be en- 
couraged by his talks wiih visiting 
Egytian Oil Minister Abdel Hani 
Kandil and by the letter Kandil deli- 
vered from Egyptian President 
Mubarak. 

Kandil himself, according to the 
Prime Minister's Office, said that the 
talks scheduled to start on Decem- 
ber 3 in Cairo would also deal with 
the issues of concern to Israel realiz- 


‘Egypt trying to convince 
PLO to renounce terrorism’

TEL AVIV. - Egypt is attempting to 
persuade the PLO to renounce ter- 
rorism both within and without 
Israel and to accept UN Security 
Council resolutions 242 and 338. 
Egyptian Oil Minister Abdel Hadi 
Kandil said yesterday. 

Addressing a symposium on 
Israel-Egypt relations at the Tel 
Aviv University. Kandil said that 
Egypt feels that the PLO “is not as 
bad as other Palestinian organiza- 
tions, and we are trying to get them 
to put their case in a dignified wav." 


The return of the Egyptian ambas- 
sador to Israel is dependent on the 
outcome of the forthcoming talks 
between the two countries. Kandil 
said. He added that he thought the 
issue was “in the process of finding a 
solution." 

He expressed confidence that the 
problems between Israel and Egypt 
would be sorted out and that the 
relationship between the two coun- 
tries would be strengthened. “In 
eight years (since the visit of the late 
president Anwar Sadat) 99 per cent 
of Egyptians have turned into peace- 
loving people,'* he said. 


Hussein; Israel to blame 
for tension in Middle East 


AMMAN - King Hussein said 
yesterday Israel’s “occupation" of 
Jerusalem and a failure to recognize 
the rights of Palestinians are the 
main causes of tension in the Middle 
East. 

“We must always remember that 
the chief reason for tension. ..is the 
absence of Palestinian rights and the 
(Israeli) occupation of Arab Quds 
(Jerusalem}." he told Jordan's offi- 
cial news agency. Petra. 

"Israel's military strength is the 
obstacle in the way of (obtaining) 
i ,-hese rights and (ending) the occupa- 


tion." he said at a Jordanian military 
academy parade here. 

U.S. Middle East envoy Richard 
Murphy met Hussein yesterday to 
brief him on the recent superpower 
summit in Geneva. Neither the radio 
nor officials gave any derails of the 
talks. 

At the military parade, Hussein 
referred indirectly to Jordan’s bid to 
obtain new arms from the U.S. by- 
saying his country would secure 
modern w eapons and equipment “in 
spite of the difficulties and obstacles 
facing us."

Hassan erred in retreating 
from invitation, Peres says

TEL AVTV - Prime Minister 
Peres said yesterday that Morocco's 
King Hassan II had erred in backing 
down from his expression of readi- 
ness for a meeting. 

Addressing an Israel-Britain 
Chamber of Commerce dinner at the 
Dan Hotel here. Peres said “it was a 
mistake on his part to withdraw from 
his first statement." However, Peres 
^jyent on, the mere fact that Hassan 
was ready to publicly express a de- 
sire for peace - albeit in a very brief 
interview - is indicative of the 
changes affecting Arab govern- 
ments. 

The Moroccan government de- 
clared yesterday that King Hassan II 
"neither direclJy nor indirectly" in- 
vited Prime Minister Peres to talks 
on a Middle East settlement. 

A government communique ac- 
cused unnamed “international press 
organs" of asserting that Hassan had 
issued such an invitation to Peres. 

The communique was issued 
shortly before Hassan left on a three- 
£ay visit to France. 

^ r In a televised interview on Mon- 


day with a group of French journal- 
ists the king said Peres had asked to 
be invited to Morocco for direct 
peace talks. Hassan. chairman of the 
Arab League, said he was ready to 
receive Peres "with great pleasure,” 
provided Peres had "serious propos- 
als." 

The king backtracked Tuesday, 
specifying that the “serious propos- 
als" he had in mind were a prior 
Israeli commitment to withdraw 
form “all occupied Arab territory" 
and to recognize the Palestinian 
population's right to self- 
determination. 

Yesterday’s communique reiter- 
ated this condition for any direct 
peace talks with Israel. 

Israeli officials said yesterday that 
they believed Hassan retracted the 
invitation to satisfy his Arab allies, 
but that a summit is still possible. 

"In the Middle East, people can 
change what they say quickly." said 
one Alignment official. “Hassan was 
trying to satisfy his Arab allies. But 
we still believe he frould be willing to 
meet public!}’ with Peres, maybe 
even this year." 
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ing normalization agreements and 
the return of the Egyptian ambassa- 
dor - and not only the Taba issue 
which Egypt wants to settle. ... 

Kandil. who met yesterday for 
lunch with Peres, also delivered 
what Peres called a “quite detailed” 
interim report on the incident in 
which seven Israelis were killed at 
Ras Burka on the Sinai coast.

Egyptian minister meets Ras Burka families

Egyptian Oil Minister Abdel Hadi 
Kandil met yesterday with the fami- 
lies of the Ras Burka murder victims 
at the home of the Bari family in 
Jerusalem's Malha neighbourhood. 
Dina Bari was one of the seven 
Israelis killed when an Egyptian 
trooper opened fire at Ras Burka on 
October 5. 

Kandil said that, “President 
Mubarak sent me to convey his per- 
sonal regret for the tragedy. We 
appointed a special urgent court." 
Kandil said, "and yesterday I confer 
red with President Mubarak and he 
discussed the court's report with 
me." Kandil said that the report 
would be released once the enun had 
completed its investigations. 

Nimrod Bari asked Kandil why 
the finding so far could not be made 
public. 

Kandil said the court had been 
given a time limit and that the matter 


is being treated with the utmost 
urgency. 

Sarah Baum, whose 10-year- old 
son Amir died because of loss of 
blood after being wounded, gave 
Kandil a letter to pass to Mubarak in 
which she said five of the seven 
Israeli lives could have been saved if 
medical help had been allowed to 
reach them. 

Baum wrote: “So long as all the 
facts are not received in foil, and so 
long as Egypt does not recognize its 
responsibility this will constitute a 
stumbling block, which we all fear, 
on the road to peace. The problem is 
not of one soldier or another. We are 
speaking of something related to the 
network ol ruinous between Egypt 
and Israel. Everything must be in- 
vestigated. not only the soldier who 
fired." 

Kandil told the families at the end 
of die meeting: ‘'The president is 
indeed striving to investigate every- 


thing. Each detail which you con- 
veyed will be thoroughly investi- 
gated, everything will be examined. 
I promise you. and President Mubar- 
ak will submit a full report to the 
prime minister." 

Kandil had planned to hold the 
meeting at the Baums' home, but 
changed the venue when he found 
out that the Baums live in Ramot, 
over the Green Line. 

The Israel Bar Association's Tel 
Aviv district has sent letters to the 
Baum family, to Vice Premier Sha- 
mir and to the Egyptian Embassy in 
Tel Aviv in connection with the Ras 
Burka slayings. 

The letter to the embassy de- 
mands a “full report and explana- 
tion" of rhe incident, particularly in 
the light of the charge that no medic- 
al treatment was given to the wound- 
ed, "who died as a result of this 
inhuman treatment. “ 


Worker finds five baby in Jenin morgue

TEL AVIV. - A Jenin hospital worker who opened the 
door of the refrigerator in the mortuary to remove the 
body of an infant found the baby alive. However two 
hours of intensive medical efforts failed to save the 
infant's life, police reported last night. 

The Samaria police deputy commander, Ovadia Zorea, 
said the 19-day-old infant had been brought to the 
hospital IB. The baby’s mother sat near her and when she 
sensed the child's situation worsening, she called the 
nurse. 

The nurse declared the baby dead and informed the 
doctor who - without checking - ordered the baby sent to 


the mortuary. 

The infant spent the entire night there. 

In the morning the family came to collect the body for 
the funeral, and when the refrigerator door was opened, it 
emerged the infant was still alive. Doctors tried to save her 
but failed, Zorea reported. 

He said that the incident occurred a fortnight ago, but 
that the mother filed a complaint only Monday. A 
preliminary police investigation indicated the mother's 
account was correct, Zorea said. 

The names of the baby and the doctor were not 
released. The civil administration in Judea and Samaria 
has appointed a committee to investigate the matter 


Egypt wants surviving hijacker 


CAIRO. - Egypt asked Malta to 
extradite the surviving hijacker of 
the Egyptair jet for trial, a govern- 
ment statement said yesterday 
The statement said the request 
was made so the suspect, identified 
bv Maltese authorities as Omar Mar- 


zouki. “can be tried under Egyptian 
law since this is Egypt’s right under 
international law." 

Maltese officials said the 20-year- 
old Tunisian was the only survivor 
among the four gunmen who com- 
mandeered an Egyptair Boeing 737 


Klinghoffer’s widow sues PLO for $1.5b. 

NEW YORK (Reuter). - The widow of Leon Klinghoffer, the American 
tourist killed aboard the hijacked liner Achille Lauro, yesterday sued the 
Palestine Liberation Organization for $1.5 billion and the ship's owners and 
others connected with it for $100 million. 

In a suit filed in New York State Supreme Court. Marilyn Klinghoffer 
charged the PLO with directing last month's hijacking and employing 
hijackers. The PLO has denied it was responsible. 

In a separate suit filed in Federal Court, she charged the ship's Italian 
owners, Achille Lauro Lines, and those who organized the tour with 
negligence in a $100 million suit. 

KJinghoffer’s attorney told reporters: “The time has come for the civilized 
world to... utilize every resource to place such responsibility for (terrorism) at 
the doorsteps of those who commit these obscenities ” 


Saturday on a flight from Athens to 
Cairo. 

The others were among 58 people 
who died after Egyptian commandos 
stormed the plane late Sunday.

Gorbachev urges U.S. to join test ban

MOSCOW (Reuter), -Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev called on Presi- 
dent Reagan yesterday to join 
Moscow in halting nuclear testing as 
a gesture that would strengthen trust 
between the superpowers. 

Addressing the Supreme Soviet 
(parliament), Gorbachev said the 
outcome of his Geneva summit with 
Reagan last week was positive but 
the world is still waiting for Washing- 
ton to give up space weapons and 
work for arms reduction. 

Gorbachev said Reagan had re- 
mained silent when he appealed to 
him to rethink a decision and join 
Moscow in halting tests. 

The Soviet Union announced its 
moratorium in July. It expires on 
January 1. Washington refused to 
join it, saying new U.S. weapons still 
have to be tested. 

U.S. agreement would be benefi- 
cial to the world situation and rein- 
force trust between the superpow- 
ers, Gorbachev said, departing from 
the text of his 70-minute speech. 

“I think it is still possible for the 
U.S. administration to think it over 
and respond positively to our call on 
the bass of responsibility," he said. 

Gorbachev also appealed to 
France and Britain to join in the ban , 
saying that since it has become possi- 


ble to verify compliance there is no 
longer a logical argument against 
one. 

In a wide-ranging speech, the 
Soviet leader concentrated on critic- 
ism of Washington's Strategic De- 
fence Initiative (SDI) for a space- 
based missile defence, which Mos- 
cow regards as the obstacle to prog- 
ress in relations with Lbe U.S. 

Gorbachev last week shifted from 
his pre-Geneva stance that Reagan 
must give ground on SDI for the 
summit to be worthwhile. Western 
diplomats said his speech yesterday, 
which was greeted with a standing 
ovation, partly sought to justify the 
shift. 

The two leaders agreed in Geneva 
to accelerate negotiations on nuclear 
and space arms, to work for better 
relations and to meet again next 
year. 

Gorbachev said a genuine turn in 
relations would depend on “new 
approaches, a fresh look at many 
things..." 

He said he hoped Reagan’s refusal 
to consider dropping SDI was not his 
final word. 

But he said he did not want to 
belittle the results of the summit. 
“We value the personal contact 
established with the U.S. president. 


It is important that the dialogue did 
take place - it is in itself a stabilizing 
factor in our difficult time.** 

Gorbachev reiterated warnings 
that Moscow would aeturalize 
Reagan’s “Star Wars” project with 
an effective, cheaper system. 

His remarks suggested the Soviet 
response would be to increase the 
size and accuracy of its long-range 
missiles to ensure they penetrate any 
SDI shield. 

“To restore the balance, the 
Soviet Union will have to enhance 
the efficiency, accuracy, strike pow- 
er of its arms in order to neutralize, if 
needed, the electronic space 
machine of ‘Star Wars’ created by 
the United States," he said. 

But he said Washington should 
not “count on assuming the 
monopoly in outer space," implying 
a Soviet defensive system. 

Gorbachev solemnly repeated 
Moscow's insistence that major cots 
in offensive weapons could come 
only after the “door is slammed" on 
space-based weapons. 

Touching on other topics discus- 
sed by the two leaders, Gorbachev 
said Reagan’s view on regional con- 
flicts and how to eliminate the® "f 85 
diametrically opposite to die Soviet 
one. 


Two Israelis 
tied to spy case 
leave the U.S.

WASHINGTON. - Two Israeli 
officials based in the U.S. sud- 
denly returned to Israel earlier 
this week because of their 
alleged association with 
Jonathan Pollard, the U.S. naval 
intelligence analyst charged with 
spying for Israel. 

“Both have already gone home," 
an authoritative source in Washing- 
ton said. They left earlier this 
week." 

The New York Times yesterday 
reported that the.accused American 
spy's "main contact" at the Israeli 
Embassy in Washington was 
Israeli official responsible for col- 
lecting sensitive scientific data for 
military and other uses. " 

The newspaper, which did not 
identify* the official, quoted Israeli 
government sources in Jerusalem as 
disclosing this alleged contact for 
Pollard, who has been charged with 
sellin g top-secret military secret; to 
Israel over the past 18 months. 

The Times also quoted a federal 
law-enforcement official in 
Washington as saying that he was 
unaware that Pollard had a contact 
at the Israeli Embassy. He said U.S. 
officials believed that “a journalist 
based in the U.S. had served as an 


intelligence contact for Mr. Pol- 
lard.” 

The unnamed U.S official added: 
“The only contact we were aware of 
was a journalist who was sympathe- 
tic (to Israel). We’ie not saying he’s 
Israeli. I don’t know whether he's a 
native. He’s dose to the Israelis." 

The Washington Times yesterday 
qnoted “dose friends” of Pollard as 
saying that they saw him and his wife 
use cocaine on several occasions. 
The newspaper, which did not name 
the friends, said they began to see 
less of Pollard and his wife, Anne 
Henderson-PoHard. because of the 
negative effect cocaine had on the 
couple. 

Henderson-Pollard has also been 
arrested by U.S. authorities on 
charges of possessing classified 
documents. 

“Those who said the Pollards used 
cocaine said they were not speaking 
out of spite," the newspaper said. 
“Instead, they said they had seen the 
couple’s behaviour change - a perso- 
nality swing they partly blamed on 
the couple's desire to freebase a lot 
of cocaine.” 

The Washington Pour, in an edito^ 
rial yesterday, called on the Israeli 
government to release all of the facts 
surrounding the case as quickly as 
possible to minimize any long-term 
damage to American-Lsraeli rela- 
tions. 


FBI: Pollard admitted 
passing documents to Israel

WASHINGTON. - An FBI field 
agent yesterday said that Jonathan 
Pollard had admitted during inter- 
rogation to passing to Israel dozens 
of top secret documents related to 
the military capabilities of foreign 
nations. 

Agent Eugene Nokkampei told a 
U S. District Court hearing here that 
Pollard had also admitted to receiv- 
ing $2,500 a month “in cash” plus 
two trips to Europe over an 18- 
month period. 

Justice Department sources said 
that over 40 FBI agents are currently 
investigating other details of the Pol- 
lard case. They suggested that more 
“explosive* 1 Information would be 
revealed in the coming days. 

The agent said that Pollard had 
telephoned an unnamed Israeli 
embassy official in Washington on 


Thursday. November 21, to inform 
hint fiat the FBI was aware of his 
activities. The Israeli official replied 
that he would try to help Pollard if he 
couid ’shake" FBI surveillance. 

Noitkamper said that the FBI had 
placed Pollard under 24-hour sur- 
veillance the preceding Monday, 
November 18. when he was original- 
ly confronted with the allegations of 
passing classified documents to fore- 
ign governments. 

Shortly after his telephone Con- 
versation with the Israeli embassy 
official. Pollard and his wife Anne 
Henderson-Pollard, drove into the 
Israeli Embassy driveway and tried 
to enter the garage. According to the 
agent, the Pollards had with them 
two suitcases and their cat. He said 
they were seeking asylum at the 
embassy. But within 10 minutes, the 
agent continued, the Pollards were

Finance Minister Moda'i vehe-

The ministers - in their second 
meeting this week on the budget - 
heard from Prof. Michael Bruno, 
one of the authors of the economic 
plan, about the need to cut the 
budget. Bruno said the budget slash 
would not increase unemployment. 


Speaking about cutting the educa- 
tion budget. Bruno said the best 
method is to fire more workers. 
Education Minister Navoti re- 
sponded by saying that he would not 
support further mass dismissals of 
teadiers. 

Labour Minister Moshe Katsav 
warned after the meeting that if the 
Treasury plan, to cut S600 million 
from the budget is implemented, 
unemployment will rise above 10 per 
cent. 

During the debate. Minister with- 
out Portfolio Yigael Hurvitz accused 
Katsav and the Likud of destroying 
the economy. “You are as bad as 
Mapam,” Hurvitz exclaimed. 

After the meeting, Moda'i said 
that be would not agree to increase 
taxes to compensate for lack of 
spending cuts. He hinted that the 
Treasury and the Defence Ministry 
could reach an accord on a budget 
slash smaller than the original 
SISOm. cut that he had demanded. 

Yesterday's meeting ended with- 
out any decisions being taken. De- 
bate is to be resumed on Sunday. 


More Syrian observers for Beirut 


Health Minister Mordechai Gur told the Knes- 
set yesterday that It should re-examine the whole 
question of medical-care privileges for ministers 
and senior officials. 

“It is up to the Knesset to decide whether it 
wants the present norm to continue," he said in 
reply to four urgent motions for the agenda. 

Gur said that “the list" of officials eligible for 
these privileges has grown with time, and be took 
another swipe at Finance Minister Moda'i (who 
reportedly said tbat he bad learned about these 
privileges only now): “How could the minister of 
finance not know about this paragraph?" 

What Gur emphasized, again and again , was the 
“moral gap" created when the decision-makers 
cut public-health spending while they themselves 
continue to receive special health privileges at the 
public's expense. 

Free medical care is granted to present and past 
cabinet ministers and deputy ministers, ministry 
directors-general, chief rabbis and kadis. Sup- 
reme Court justices. Treasury department beads, 
and their spouses, widows, and children up to the 
age of IS. 

Knesset members are entitled to treatment not 
provided by a health fond, but they too may 
consult a private .doctor at Treasury expense. 
They too are eligible for medical treatment 
abroad, if they win the approval of the relevant 
committee. 

It was the discrepancy between what those ar 
the top accept for themselves and what they deny 
to the general public that seemed to bother him 


more than the existence of the special privileges as 
such. Or perhaps he simply wished to exploit this 
debate as ammunition against further cuts in his 
ministry s budget. 

“Those who dare to raise their hand against 
public-health funding should examine them- 
selves. .. Let no one think he can strike at either 
the budget or the release of budgeted funds for the 
infrastructure of public health," he said. 

Gur said he would not reveal information about 
the individuals who bad .benefited from special 
health-care funding, a medical committee, and 
not the ministry as such, deals with applications, 
and the committee chairman advised him to steer 
clear of the subject, he said. 

And, finally, another swipe at Moda'i: “Why is 
the health-insurance bill being delayed? It's lying 
on the desk of the minister of finance. And 
meanwhile health foods are being withheld." 

Yair Tsaban (Mapam), who presented the first 
motion, said that the “privileged class" now 
encompasses 3,000-4,000 persons. 

‘We will be unable to fight against 
privileges m the society if we don't come to the 
table with clean hands - after we have abolished 
our own special privileges," he said. 

The motions were referred to the House Com- 
mittee, which will decide which committee will 
deal with them. 

Trips abroad 

Fourteen ministers travelled abroad between 
July 1 and November 14. Deputy Finance Minister 
Adiel Amorai said yesterday in reply to an urgent 


parliamentary question by David Magen (Likud- 
Herut). Of the 14, four travelled twice, and one 
three times. 

From the beginning of the present government 
in Septembef 1984 until May 19. 1985 when the 
government decided to curtail trips abroad, the 
interministerial committee on the approval of civil 
servants’ trips abroad considered 544 requests, 
approving 482 and rejecting 62. 

Between May 20 and November 25. the com- 
mittee dealt with 148 requests, approving 92 and 
rejecting 57. In the same period last year over 450 
trips were a p proved, Amorai said. 

In a supplementary question, Magen pointed 
out that the figures do not include trips abroad for 
advanced study, which are approved by a commit- 
tee in the CSvfl Service Commission. 

AmoraTs only comment was that in the first 
three months of the new economic programme 
there had been “practically no trips abroad" for 
advanced study or to attend international confer- 
ences. 

Shevah Weiss (Alignment) noted that he had 
gone abroad twice in the past year as the Knesset’s 
representative at the Council of Europe. 

Each time he had met many Israeli mayors, 
businessmen, and others who, directly or indirect- 
ly, wholly or partially, travelled at public ex- 
pense.” 

Yossi Sand (Citizens Rights Movement) said 
that since the government was formed, 22 minis- 
ters have taken 84 foreign trips, and spent a total 
of 812 days abroad.

Real gross wages down to 1978 level

TEL AVIV. - Vice Premier Shamir 
yesterday apparently received the 
go-ahead of Likud ministers to 
nominate Herat MK Michael Dekel 
for deputy defence minis ter and Shas 
MK Raphael P inhasi for deputy 
labour and social affairs minister — 
despite opposition by Deputy Pre- 
mier David Levy. 

Though the weekly Likud minis- 
ters meeting did not vote on the 
matter, most of those present under- 
stood that Shamir is in fact empo- 
wered to submit the nominations for 
cabinet approvaL 
Previous attempts by Shamir to 
appoint Dekel as deputy defence 
minister had failed because of Levy’s 
insistence that the job go to MK 
Eliahu Ben-Elissar. When the coali- 
tion agreement was negotiated, the 
Likud fought for the post, but for 
over a year failed to fill it because of 
internal disputes. Dekel is a leading 
Shamir supporter in the internal 
Herat constellation. Ben-Elissar is 
identified with the Levy camp. - 
Levy was furious yesterday. He 
blamed Shamir for bypassing the 
party forums. “He made his move by 
surprise, knowing that once he 
brings the appointments to the' 
cabinet for approval Sunday, the 
Labour ministers will not oppose 
him. This is a factional approach. 


which is unhealthy for the Herat 
movement," Levy charged. 

He went on to complain thai Ben- 
Elissar, who has a background in 
intelligence and security work, was 
not accepted for a job he is ideally 
suited for only because he is said to 
be politically dose to me.

EGYPT WANTS HIJACKER 


Moroccan leader plays backstage role 


RABAT ( AP). - Morocco's King Hassan IT, who 
blew bot-and-coid this week on direct peace talks 
with Israel, has long played an important back- 
stage role in Middle East peace moves. 

Unlike many Arab leaders, the 56-year-old 
monarch is completely at ease when dealing with 
reporters. Those familiar with his style are con- 
vinced that his about-face on direct talks with 
Israel was no slip of the tongue but a deliberate 
trial balloon. 

“His Majesty has his own way of put ting new 
ideas before public opinion," one high-ranking 
Moroccan official said. “This is not the first tim e 
he has appeared to change his mind while planting 
a seed that he hoped would grow into a tree.’" 

In meetings with two separate groups of French 
reporters. Hassan first proposed unconditional 
talks with Prime Minister Peres, then reverted to 
long-standing Arab conditions for such talks 24 
hours later. 

As chairman of the 21-nation Arab League and 
president of the Islamic Nations’ Permanent Com- 


mittee on Jerusalem, Hassan is well placed to 
speak authoritatively on the Middle East on 
behalf of the Arab and Islamic world. In 20 years, 
he has presided over five Arab summit meetings in 
Morocco ; 

He prides himself on his close relations with the 
U.S. and the most conservative Arab leaders on 
the one hand, and with such uncompromising 
Arab radicals as Libya’s Muammer Gaddafi and 
Syria 's Hafez Assad on the other. 

His main weakness on the international level is 
the 10-year-old conflict with Algeria over the 
Moroccan-annexed western Sahara which has 
repeatedly brought the two neighbours to the 
verge of outright war. 

Despite this costly and continuing conflict, 
Hassan had a lengthy direct meeting with Alger- 
ia s President Chadli Beadjedid on their co mm on 
border in 1983, and apparendy succeeded in 
establishing a personal relationship with Bend- 
jedid that removed the threat of military con- 
frontation between the two nations. 


Officially regarded as a direct descendant of the 
Prophet Mohammed, Hassan is simultaneously 
the political, religious and military leader of his 25 
million subjects at the western extremity of the 
Arab world. Although Morocco is nominally one 
of the rare multi-party democracies among Arab 
nations, Hassan has the last word on. ail policy 
decisions. 

Although an unflinching supporter of the Arab 
and Palestinian cause, be has repeatedly taken 
unorthodox Initiatives, usually behind the scenes. 

In 1978, he established the first contacts be- 
tween Israel and Egypt that led to the Camp David 
peace agreements. Morocco was the only Arab 
nation to give an official welcome to Anwar Sadat 
on his way back from Camp David. 

Hassan backed Sadat's peace initiative, but 
later changed his mind under pressure from the 
other Arab leaders. Yet be has repeatedly met- 
Israeli and Jewish leaders in secret, indudfog_t?vp 
meetings with Peres when he was opposition 
leader. ^

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Studies in psycho-oncology find: 

Those who battle cancer have better survival chance

Breast cancer patients who passively accept 
tneir disease do not live as long as those who are 
determined to fight it, and people who tend to be 
depressed may run a higher risk of dying from 
cancer than other groups. 

These two of the findings reported yesterday by 
Dr. Bernard Fox, professor of psychiatry at 
Boston University Medical School, at a seminar 
on the new field of psycho-oncology, a dicipline 
that studies how psychological factors affect the 
survival of cancer patients. 

The seminar, jointly sponsored by the Israel 
Cancer Society and the psycho-oncology depart- 
ment of Hadassah Hospital’s Sharett Institute, 
was held at the Hebrew University’s Mt. Scopus 
campus. 

“No one can doubt the intimate and pervasive 
connection between the nervous system and can- 
cer,” declared Fox, introducing a review of the 
latest research. “There are some 50 psychological 
variables which different studies report as having 
an effect on the recurrence of and survival from 
cancer.” 

Some of these are neurosis, depression, feelings 
of helplessness or hopelessness, inhibited sexual- 
ity and the inability to release emotions. Fox 


carefully described the studies' results as “rgsorts" 
rather than ■‘findings." because he said the latter 
term would eive the incorrect impression that a 
truth had been demonstrated conclusively. “This, 
is a pioneering discipline." said Fox, and it is too 
soon to know much with certainty-. 

Among the studies was one which reported that 
religious people have a better chance of surviving 
cancer than non-religious patients. Another study 
reported that paranoiacs are a high-risk cancer 
group. One study reported that scores in all 12 
evaluative scales of the widely used Minnesota 
Multiphasic Personality Inventory (MMPI) were 
statistically related to the cancer-survival rate. 

In other research, breast-cancer patients who 
were passive or gave up hope did not survive as 
long after mastectomies as women who actively 
"fought" the disease. “Those who survived the 
longest were real troublemakers,” said Fox. 
“They fought with their doctors and sought 
' alternative opinions and methods of treatment. 
They refused to relinquish hope and struggled to 
survive.” 

Another study found that people who are less 
close to their parents have a lower chance of 
•survival. A low psychological test score on the 
“closeness to parents scale" was found to be a 
reliable indicator of bow long those people survive 


as cancer patients. Another study found that high 
score on the “depression scale" is a good indicator 
of high survival risk. 

“We can make probability statements that 
certain people, in specific situations, having a 
certain hormonal response and psychological 
state, will have a certain level of risk," said Fox. 

Most of the easily quantifiable research on the 
psychological factors of surviving cancer has been 
done on stress - how stress affects cancer in 
laboratory animals. 

“The very good research done on animals - 
much of it in Russia - is not necessarily a good 
indicator for humans,” cautioned Fox. “This is 
because rodents are highly inbred, while humans 
are highly ‘outbred.* Carcinogens in humans tend 
to act differently than in rats. Rats are more 
responsive to certain cancers than humans, and 
rats whose immune systems are suppressed get a 
variety of tumours; whereas in humans the 
tumours tend to be localized in the lymph sys- 
tem." 

Fox was careful to point out another difference 
between psycho-oncological research and another 
aspect of the field. “I would be remiss if I didn’t 
emphasize that psycho-oncology also covers the 
handling of stress by patients, of helping them 
cope with the disease.”

The parents of several thousand 
babies who cannot digest milk are 
waiting for the Treasury to allow the 
Health Ministry to pay some IS160 
million to the importer of a milk- 
substitute, thereby averting a 
threatened shortage. 

Health Ministry Director-General 
Dan Michaeli yesterday asked the 
Treasury for permission to pay the 
importer, Alphapharm of Ramat 
Gan, directly from funds earmarked 
for die Kupat Holim Clalit health 
fund. 

According to ministry sources, 
Michaeli took this step because he 
feared that if the money was trans- 


ferred to the fund, which owes it to 
Alphapharm, it would become tied 
up in the fund’s financial problems 
and not reach the importer. The 
ministry is unable to pay this money 
directly to Alphapharm without spe- 
cial permission from the Treasury, 
whose answer is expected this morn- 
ing. 

• Yesterday Alphapharm 
threatened for the second time in six 
weeks to stop importing two types of 
milk-substitute formulas, Pregesti- 
mil and Nutramigen, unless it is 
paid. Both products are hypoallerge- 
nic, high-protein formulas manufac- 
tured in the U.S. by Mead Johnson, 
which are fed to an estimated 3,000 
babies here who cannot digest milk 
or other milk-substitutes.

A Righteous Geotile from Japan 
was honoured yesterday by having, 
the first saplings of a Jewish National 
Fund forest planted in his named on 
a hilltop near Beit Shemesh. 

Chiune Sugihara was the consul of 
Japan in Kovno in the summer of 
1940 when thousands of Polish Jews 
fled to Russian-dominated 
Lithuania before the invading Ger- 
mans. Some of the refugees had 
obtained entry visas to the Dutch 
colony of Curasao in the Caribbean. 
But to have a chance of getting near 
their destination, they needed a Rus- 
sian transit visa. This was obtainable 
only if the traveller could prove that 
he would be admitted to another 
country after crossing Russia. . - 

A visa to enter Japan was the only 
way to get such a transit visa. Sugi- 
hara, acting against the instructions 
of his government, issued about 
5.000 visas, which permitted their 
holders to stay 21 days in Japan. 

About 3,000 of the fleeing Jews 
made the journey through Russia 
and thus survived the Holocaust. 

Sugihara, now 85, was not able to 
attend the ceremony. He was repre- 
sented by his son Nobuki, who at one 
time was a student in this country. 


Nobuki, together with Japanese 
businessman Yasuchi Kohashi, un- 
veiled the plaque in honour of his 
father. 

Yasuchi Kohashi is the founder 
and chairman of the Tokyo commit- 
tee wfach donated part of the funds 
for the forest. 

After reading a newspaper article 
about Sugihara this year, Kohashi 
decided to honour the humanitarian- 
ism of .the consul who lost his career 
in his country’s foreign service to 
help Jews. 

Former Knesset speaker 
Menahem Savidor was 21 when 
Sugihara put the life-saving stamp in 
his passport, enabling him to reach 
this country via Russia and Japan. 

The master-of-ceremonies at 
the tree-planting was Japanese 
architect Humikatze Inoue, who has 
been living in Israel for many years. 

Former religious affairs minister 
Zerah Warhaftig recalled how as a 
young lawyer he was the leader of a 
group of refugees saved by Sugihara. 
He said that during a visit by the 
former consul here in 1969, he asked 
him outright what had been in his 
mind when he took his bold action in 
those dark days. 

“I saw your plight,” Sugihara said 
simply, “and I thought I should 
help.”

whose embassy represents Russian 
interests in Israel - said there had 
been “positive signals" in this re- 
spect recently. 

On the issue of Soviet Jews being 
allowed to emigrate to Israel, Vaino- 
■ la said this was an internal matter for 
the Soviet Union. "I would only say 
that sometimes people are too hasty 
and intolerant. I know how difficult 
and painful this question may be for 
some people, but in complicated and 
complex problems one has to have 
patience." 

Asked about Finland’s continuing 
role in Unifil, Vainola said his gov- 
ernment has no intention for the 
time being of withdrawing its 400- 
strong contingent. He said that the 
Finnish government contributes to 
UN peace-keeping operations 
whenever a request is made. 

The ambassador was received at 
city hall by Mayor Arye Gurel and 
was later taken on a tour of Haifa. 


HAIFA (Itira). - A local woman 
who says she was left with a mis- 
shapen nose after cosmetic surgery 
and that as a result her husband will 
no longer have sex with her, is suing 
the surgeons for negligence. 

The suit, filed in the magistrate’s 
court here, charges that the two 
plastic surgeons who performed the 
operations at Haifa's Italian Hospit- 
al in 1982 lacked the necessary 
medical equipment. After the opera- 
tion, she states, her nose was in- 
fected and took several months to 
heal. She said thar she underwent a 
second operation in February 1983 
on the surgeons' recommendation 
but that did not help. 

Since the operation, the plaintiff 
says, she has bad breathing difficul- 
ties, her sense of smell is impaired, 
and she suffers pain in her nose. She 
also savs she has suffered mental 


anguish, depression and feelings of 
inferiority that have caused here 
great stress and banned her family 
fife. 

She says that because of the “inhu- 
man shape” of her nose her husband 
will no longer have sex with her, and 
that because of the deformity and 
scars she is afraid to look at herself in 
the mirror. 

The doctors in their defence brief 
argue that the woman willingly and 
knowingly exposed herself to the 
dangers of the operation, of which 
she was informed beforehand. 

They deny negligence, and say 
they performed the operation as any 
skilled and reasonable surgeon 
would have. They ask the court to 
take into account that the plaintiff's 
nose was “problematic" to begin 
with. 


Grazing sheep help limit forest fires

HAIFA. - Fire damage to forests 
this summer was 15 per cent less than 
last summer - partly thanks to graz- 
ing by sheep, the director- of the 
Jewish National Fund’s afforestation 
department said yesterday. 

A total of 3 ,000 dunams, mainly of 
pines and cypresses, were destroyed 
by fire in the fund’s forests, director 
Mordechai Rouah said. Another 
2.200 dunams of oak and terebinths 


were destroyed in natural forests. 

Rouah attributed the drop in fire 
1 damage to three factors: police pre- 
vention of arson; foresters who 
reached the fires faster to prevent 
their spreading; and the depart- 
ment's decision to allow more graz- 
ing in the forests. 

The “carefully controlled” graz- 
ing by sheep trimmed the under- 
growth, removing a big fire hazard, 
he said. 


Big families said suffering from economic plan

HAIFA. - The Zehavi Association 
for the Rights for Large Families 
yesterday demanded a meeting with 
Prime Minister Peres to discuss the 
worsening plight of parents raising 
four or more children. 

Zehavi chairman Avraham Dani- 
no told a meeting of the Haifa 
branch here last night that wage- 
i earners with big families had been 


hardest hit by the government's 
economic-recovery programme. 

He called on the government to 
prevent any further erosion of child 
allotments, which he said had drop- 
ped by 11 per cent in real terms this 
year, and insisted on tax reforms to 
ease the burden on large families. 

Danina also warned that the in- 
creasing cost of education could re- 
sult in some children from large 
families having to leave school.

Agency head 

unveils plan 
to save 80 
settlements

TEL AVIV. - The head of the 
Jewish Agency's settlement 'depart- 
ment yesterday said that with $100 
million, some 80 agricultural settle- 
ments could be revitalized, adding 
that another 20 financially distressed 
settlements cannot be saved. 

At a press conference here, Nis- 
sim Zvili said that the settlements 
concerned were set up in the 1950s 
by immi grants with little farming 
experience. They are noqr being 
strangled by high interest rates on 
large debts. 

“If these 80 settlements had been 
given financial aid a year ago, saving 
them would have cost half what it 
will cost today.” Zvili said. “If aid 
is delayed for another year, the cost 
will be" twice as much again.” 

. Zvili said he discussed his propos- 
al with Prime Minister Peres on 
Tuesday night, and that while Peres 
“was sympathetic, he stressed that 
the government will not have money 
available for the next six months.” 

Peres told Zvili that he wOl do 
what he can to help the settlements 
when economic conditions improve, 
and that in the meantime he will try 
to steer some of the recently 
approved $90m. agricultural aid 
package to these settlements. 

Zvili said that his proposal would 
be brought before the executive of 
the Jewish Agency at its next meet- 
ing. 

According to the plan, $80m. of 
the $100m. will go to pay debts, and 
the remaining 520m. will be spent on 
boosting serial services. 

Zvili would like to see $40m. for 
this project coming from the Jewish 
Agency, $40m from government, 
and $20m. from the settlers them- 
selves. 

He emphasized that even this aid 
would come too late for about 20 
settlements, and his plan calls for 
these to be turned into rural towns. 
“But even such a transformation 
calls for money and a lot of ground- 
work. 

“This plan,” he added, “calls for a 
study of the reasons why these settle- 
ments were not so successful while 
over 100 other settlements estab- 
lished at the same time were. 

“We also want to find solutions to 
the social problems in these settle- 
ments. In most of them youngsters 
that return after their military ser- 
vice do not have jobs, and what 
worries me most is that the majority 
of these youngsters do not even care 
that they are not working." 

French chemical plant 
to neutralize toxic waste

RAMAT HOVAV. - A French 
company has recently been awarded 
the contract to build a chemical plant 
to neutralize dangerous wastes at the 
national toxic waste-disposal site 
here. Dr. Uri Marinov, director of 
the Interior Ministry’s Environmen- 
tal Protection Service told The Jeru- 
salem Post this week. 

The site , at the edge of the chemic- 
al industries park here 12 kilometres 
south of Beersheba, is the country's 
only toxic waste-disposal site. It was 
set up in 1979, but shut in 1982 
because of a fire. It was reopened a 
year ago. 


Likud, Labour to get together 
to push for higher MKs pay

The Likud and the Alignment are 
to hold internal consultations over 
the next week about adjusting MKs* 
salaries to offset the erosion of the 
past few months. 

After a number of MKs from the 
two factions approached the House 
Committee separately and deman- 
ded that salaries be updated, Likud 
and Alignment leaders suggested 
that the two factions coordinate their 
stand before any proposals are 
tabled. 

According to standing procedure, 
MKs’ salaries are adjusted twice a 
year on the basis of the average wage 
in the economy. This adjustment 
was not made as scheduled in 
September, however, because the 
MKs were inhibited by the general 


wage freeze. 

House Committee chairman 
Micha Reiser (Likud) told col- 
leagues yesterday that he would pre- 
fer that foe salary adjustment be left 
until the Nebenzahl committee, 
studying the question of MKs’ salar- 
ies and conditions, has completed 
the work. 

Likud MK Uriel Lynn wrote to 
Finance Minister Moda’i yesterday, 
suggesting that along with withdraw- 
ing free medical care for all VIPs, 
.senior officials, and MKs from 
March 31, 1986, he also stop grant- 
ing free electric current to the staff 
and pensioners of the Israel Electric 
Corporation. 

Lynn said he has a list of 20 other 
unjustifiable benefits which could be 
cancelled. 


Service-station owners warned 
of ‘dangers’ in price war .

Sikh’s chief priest shot 
at prayers in temple 


AMRITSAR, India (AP). - Three 
suspected Sikh terrorists shot and 
wounded the highest priest of Sikh- 
ism as he prepared for prayers 
yesterday in the- Golden Temple, 
and killed his bodyguard, police 
said. 

The attack on the temple's head 
pries;, Giani Sahib Singh, occurred 
during the sect’s main religious fes- 
tival while about 15,000 devotees 
thronged Sikhism’s holiest shrine. 

The pro-government priest, who 
has received death threats from 
radical Sikhs, was wounded in the 
back and arm but not seriously in- 
jured, said a state police spokesman. 

The spokesman said the 45-vear- 
old priest was attacked bv three 
youths wearing turbans and that 
Sikh terrorists are suspected in the 
assassination attempt. 

The priest has been condemned as 


a traitor by extremist Sikhs who 
demand bis removal. 

The attack occurred as he entered 
the white marble complex and knelt 
on a promenade before conducting 
prayers. 

The Golden Temple spokesman 
said the assailants first shot the body- 
guard while the priest was kneeling, 
then opened fire on the priest as he 
fled. 

The priest was rushed to a hospital 
and listed in satisfactory condition. 
But his plainclothes bodyguard re- 
ceived three bullet wounds and died 
on the spot. 

The three assailants escaped and 
police launched a manhunt and cor- 
doned off the entire Golden Temple 
complex and surrounding shops. 
Security was tightened in the Sikh- 
dominated state of Punjab and in the 
capital. 


Shuttle astronauts store satellite 
in space for future use by Mexico 


CAPE CANAVERAL (AP). - 
Shuttle astronauts yesterday de- 
ployed a Mexican communications 
satellite that for economic reasons 
and because of earthquake damage 
to ground facilities won’t be used for 
four years. 

The shuttle had rocketed into 
space Tuesday in a dazzling night- 
time launch. 

Morelos B is the first of three 
communications payloads that the 
crew, which includes a Mexican, 
planned to spin out of the space 
shuttle in the nexi two days. 

A satellite was to be launched last 
night for the Australian government 
and today for RCA American com- 
munications. 

Forty-five minutes after the Mex- 
ican satellite was launched, a rocket 
was fired to propel it toward a lofty 
outpost 135.900 kilometres high. 


The positioning of the satellite 
dictated the brilliant night-time lift- 
off Tuesday that provided rocket 
watchers with the most spectacular 
sound-and-light show in the 35-year 
history of more than 2,000 laun- 
chings from Cape Canaveral. 

Mexican officials said Morelos B 
would be inserted into an orbit that 
will allow it to drift slowly, without 
using fuel, to its planned stationary 
post in 1989. They said that if they 
waited four years to launch, the cost 
would be four times the 510 million 
Mexico is paying for the delivery 
service now. 

The recent Mexican earthquake 
which damaged many of the nation's 
satellite ground communications 
facilities was another factor in the 
decision to “park” the satellite for 
several years. It will be some time 
before money is available to repair 
the facilities.

Rise in U.S. spy arrests 
said due to better catchers 


Terrorist attack in Athens 
kills policeman, injures 14 


ATHENS (AP). - A Greek terrorist 
group claimed responsibility for de- 
tonating a car laden with explosives 
as a police bus was passing, killing 
one officer and injuring 14 others, 
police said yesterday. 

The explosives were detonated by 
remote control Tuesday night, 
heavily damaging one" side of the bus 
which carried 22 officers, police said . 

A person claiming to represent the 
November 17 underground orga- 
nization phoned the pro- 
government Athens daily Elefiher- 
ocypia and took responsibility for the 
bombing, police said. 

The terrorist group has claimed 


responsibility for at least six political 
assassinations since 1975, including 
that of Richard Welch, chief of sta- 
tion of the U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency, U.S. naval attache Capt. 
• George Tsantes, three Greek police 
officers, and a Greek right-wing 
newspaper publisher". 

November 17. 1973, is the day 
students rose up against the former 
military dictatorship, leading to its 
collapse eight months later. 

Premier Andreas Papandreou 
condemned the bombing, which 
came amid recent disorders in 
Greece. 


WASHINGTON. U.S. counter- 
intelligence experts believe there may 
be more spies in the U.S. in recent 
years, but they believe that better 
spy-catchers with better tools are a 
chief reason for the spate of spying 
arrests. 

“Success breeds success.” John 
Martin, the top LLS. spy hunter, told 
the Associated Press. “The CLA and 
the FBI have been learning right 
along with us at the Justice Depart- 
ment over the past 10 years how to 
effectively prosecute spies while 
maintaining secrets. ” 

A former FBI counterterrorism 
agent, Martin. 48, has supervised 
spy cases as a Justice Department 
lawyer for 12 years and has headed 
the internal security section since 
1980. He has been at the centre of 
the action during the dramatic turn- 
around in espionage during the last 
decade and is in charge of catching 
and convicting spies in the U.S. 

Between 1966 and 1977, there 
were no successful espionage pro- 
secutions in the U.S., but in the last 
10 years, 47 people have been 
charged with espionage. 

The most arrests, 14, came in 
1984, and there have been 10 so far 
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in 1985. Virtually all the decided 
cases have resulted in convictions or 
guilty pleas. 

“Before 10 years ago, we didn't 
turn them, we didn’t trade them and 
we didn't try them,” Martin said. “A 
lot of guys were let go. Not many 
cases were brought, and those were 
lost or reversed on appeal. ” 

China meanwhile denied yester- 
day it- had any connection with a 
former CIA employee who was 
arrested in Washington last week on 
charges of spying for Peking. 

Larry Wu-Tai Chin. 63, was 
charged Tuesday with spying for 
China since 1952, operating as a 
Chinese agent while working for 
U.S. intelligence and receiving 
promotion in 1982 in Peking for his 
alleged espionage activities. 

The Washington Post reported 
that a communications specialist ac- 
cused of selling sensitive data to the 
Soviet Union for $35,000 had been 
living in “abject poverty/’ unable to 
meet tax and mortgage payments. 

The newspaper said neighbours 
■described former National Security 
Agency employee Ronald Pelton, 
his wife and four children as living in 
poverty in a rural area outside 
Washington. 

His financial situation worsened in 
the months before the FBI said he 
first made contact with a Soviet 
agent. The Post said. (Reuter, AP). 


Union Carbide to pay 
$5m. to gas victims 

DANBURY, Connecticut (Reuter). 
- A court-ordered $5 million interim 
payment by Union Carbide to the 
injured survivors and relatives of 
those who died in the Bhopal, India, 
gas leak, is to be distributed next 
month, a year after the disaster, the 
company announced yesterday. 

The Indian government, after in- 
itially turning down the payment, 
which was ordered last April, had 
finally agreed to the distribution of 
the money, a Carbide spokesman 
said.

Britain to join ‘Star Wars’ by year’s end 

LONDON (AP). - Prime Minister TTiatcher said yesterday that Britain is 
likely to sign agreements by the year's end to participate in research on “Star 
Wars,'' while visiting West German Chancellor Helmut Kohl indicated his 
country also may do so. 

Thatcher and Kohl, who is visiting for talks on a variety of topics, also 
hinted strongly at a joint news conference that Britain would shortly pull out 
of the United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organization 
(Unesco). 

Kohl did not comment on Unesco, but it is believed be would prefer Britain 
to continue to work for reforms from within the organization. 

Thatcher was asked whether she and Kohl in their first round of talks had 
discussed participating in “Star Wars*' - the U.S- strategic defence initiative 
to build a space shield against nuclear missiles. 

She said she and Kohl had done so and added: “It is my belief we are likely 
to sign an agreement, both of us, before Christmas.” 

17 years and stall tiddng smoothly along 

MARSEILLE (AP). - Emmanuel Vitria, 64, the world’s longest surviving 
heart- transplant patient, says that after 17 years the organ continues to 
function like a “precision watch.*' 

Vitria, who spoke to journalists before celebrating the anniversary of his 
operation yesterday in privacy with his family, said his heart continues to 
amaze him with its “steadiness and solidity.” 

Vitria received the heart of 20-year-old French marine Pierre Ponson, who 
had been killed in a road accident. The surgeon, Prof. Edmond Henry, died 
later of a heart attack . 

Vitria said he had experienced no problems even when in 1981 he suffered 
a bad fall on a staircase, followed by a five-hour operation under anesthetic 
for a broken thigh. He later had another major operation for a dental 
infection. 

General blames UK for Falklands War 

BUENOS AIRES (AP). - Declaring “history will put things in their place,” 
former military president Leopoldo Galtieri told a court martial Tuesday that 
“British aggression” justified launching the 1982 Falkland Islands war. 

Galtieri, being tried along wtih two other ex-junta members and 13 other 
military officers, denied charges that armed forces leaders bungled the 
74-day conflict militarily and diplomatically. 

“What was done was done well,” he said in a 30-minute address to the 
armed Forces Supreme Council, the nation’s top military tribunal. 

The prosecutor charged that military leaders led the country into a war for 
which it was ill-prepared, presuming that Britain would not decide to retake 
the islands by force. When opportunities to end the war though negotiations 
arose, the regime failed to take advantage of them, he alleged. 

Chinese advertising booms - without sex 

PEKING (Reuter) . - China said yesterday it would hold its first international 
advertising congress, but ruled out sex appeal as a selling point in one of its 
fastest-growing industries. 

The president of Chin a International Advertising Corp. told a press 
conference the Third World advertising congress would be held in Peking 
□ext June, to be attended by mote than 1,000 foreign delegates. 

Its purpose was to introduce Chinese advertising and marketing to the 
outside world and adapt the latest foreign advertising techniques to China 
and the Third World, he said. 

The advertising industry in China is growing foster than any other in the 
world, he said. It started from nothing in 1977 and burgeoned to a turnover of 
more than 300 million yuan (S94 million) last year. * 

“We do not allow advertisers to use sex appeal to sell their goods. We are 
more reserved than people in the West. 

South Africa says it has nothing to hide 

JOHANNESBURG (AP). — The government said it has “nothing to hide” 
and will welcome a Commonwealth fact-finding delegation, but warned the 
group not to intervene in the country’s internal affaire. 

The delegation is to visit this racially troubled nation-next year with a 
mandate from Britain and Its former colonies to seek methods to en corage an 
end to white rule. 

“The South African government has nothing to hide,” said a statement 
from Foreign Minister Pik Botha. But Botha warned the Commonwealth 
group against “intervention in the country’s national affaire.” 

Meanwhile, a policeman shot a black man dead and blacks petrol-bombed 
trucks and homes and set fire to a man and a girl in overnight rioting police 
said yesterday. 

The policeman opened fire in the Huhudi black township near Vryburg in 
Cape Province, after a crowd petrol-bombed the shop of a black councillor, 
police said. 

Increase in Australian Aids deaths 

CANBERRA. - The number of deaths from Aids in Australia has almost 
doubled to 60 in the past six months, according to Federal Health Minister 
Neal Blewett. 

Up to last May, 32 deaths had been reported from among 79 known Aids 
cases. The figures bad now reached 60 deaths and 13 cases, be said. 

In the Hague, the Dutch Health Ministry has predicted that Aids will be 
the third most prevalent fatal disease in the country by 1990, after heart 
disease and cancer. 

Deputy Health Minister Willem Van Der Reijden estimated before 
parliament yesterday that if trends continue, about 1,200 men between 20 
and 60 will die from the disease in the year 1990, making it the third-ranking 
cause of death by disease. 

Bonner books flight for Monday 

MOSCOW (Reuter). - Soviet dissident Yelena Bonner has booked a flight to 
Rome for next Monday, a spokesman for the Italian airline Alitalia said 
yesterday. 

Bonner, 62, wife of dissident physicist Andrei Sakharov, has not yet 
collected the ticket, he said. 

Soviet authorities, who banished Bonner to Gorky last year, have given 
her permission to go for eye and heart treatment in Italy and the U.S., 
according to informed Soviet sources.

"THOSE who suffer from phobias 
and fears suffer completely,” says 
Dr. Avigdor Bonchek, a" elinleal 
psychologist and lecturer at Hebrew 
University. They feel alone and iso- 
lated, unique and queer. The prob- 
lem is much more widespread than is 
suspected, but little publicity or 
knowledge of the condition makes 
each victim feel alone. 

A phobia, according to Dr. Bon- 
chek. is an extreme fear of some- 
thing. a fear that immobilizes a per- 
son or restricts his life significantly. 
Some people fear heights', dogs, air- 
planes. lines or closed places. We all 
have fears, but generally we don't let 
them incapacitate us. In the abnor- 
mal reaction, however, everythin g 
rotates around the phobia. The per- 
son's thinking becomes warped; he 
becomes completely taken up with 
his fear. 

According to Bonchek, the most 
harmful phobia is called agora pho- 
bia and primarily affli cts women. 
Those suffering agoraphobia are 
afraid to leave the house for fear that 
if they do. something dreadful will 
happen. These people cannot func- 
tion outside. They will only leave 
their home if a member of their 
family accompanies them. Although 
they are prisoners of their imagina-

THE RECENTLY published book- 
let. The Israeli Educational System, 
produced by the Association of 
Americans and Canadians in Israel, 
should prove an invaluable asset to 
immigrant families with children, 
whose major concern is to find a 
suitable educational environment. 

The publication offers concise ex- 
planation of how the education sys- 
tem ib run: the division of responsi- 
bility between the Education Minis- 
try and municipalities or local coun- 
cils: the different kinds of schools 
and the programmes they provide, 
plus a wealth of helpful hints. The 
flatter includes familiarization with 
; all types of concessions available to 
new immigrants from pre-school to 
university level. 

A mini-transliterated vocabulary 
of education system terminology 
should make life easier for bewil- 
dered and anxious parents to whom 
words such as p'uton, gan chovah, 
heir sefer y'sodi, charivat beinayim 
and bagrut are a mistery. 

The majority of parents will 
appreciate the nation-wide listing of 
schools with their addresses, tele- 
phone numbers and with a few ex- 
ceptions. the names of the princip- 
als. in some regions, the listings also 
, . include local youth movements, 
women's organizations (which oper- 
ate nursery schools), municipal 
education offices. Absorption 
Ministry offices, municipal psycho- 
logists. community centres, librar- 
ies. sports organizations and ulpan 
facilities. 

The book's editor. Deborah Mill- 
gram, explains that additional in- 
formation was supplied by local 
AACI more than 10 years ago. The 
concept came from the northern re- 
gion. and the contents were limited 
to that part of the country. 

Later, when Dexter Goldman, 
one of the association members who 
worked on the original booklet, 
moved to Jerusalem, the AACI 
Jerusalem Region followed the 
• Haifa example. When a reprint was 
mooted this year, the AACI Nation- 
al Education Committee suggested a 
national rather than a regional edi- 
tion - and a team of volunteers 
collected and assembled all the re- 
levant data. 

Millgram says the purpose of the 
booklet was to provide a guideline 
and not an in-depth research study. 
Essentially, it aims to supply in- 
formation and guidance on the avail- 
able options for integrating immig- 
rant youngsters into the Israeli sys- 
tem. 

A guidance counsellor by profes- 
sion, Millgram works with junior- 
high and high-school immigrants. 
qlsThere are discernible differences, 
she says, between those who come 
from the U.S. and those who come 
from the Soviet LTnion. “The Rus- 
sian kids have trouble with free- 
dom.” she says. “Their parents com- 
plain about lack of respect for 
teachers, for parents and for older 
people in general.” 

Conversely, Americans think that 
there is not enough freedom, that 
teachers have too much authority 
and that they do not give sufficient 
individual attention to students. The 
French and the English are some- 
where in between. 

When Millgram speaks to students 
and parents, she tries to drive home 
the point that an Israeli education is 
of value. A graduate of an Israeli 
high school “has a certificate which 
liWis negotiable anywhere in the 
world," she asserts, noting that the 
top universities in the world recog- 
nize an Israeli bagrut (matriculation) 
certificate. 

“It’s important to appreciate the 
value of Israeli education,” she 
adds. Parents should show their chil- 
dren that they respect the system. If 
thev don’t, their kids won’t make the 
effort required to make the adjust- 
ment. " •

tion. reason cannot alter- their fear. 

Agoraphobics can suffer for 
years. One patient hasn't left her 
house in 10 years, and there are 
records of even more extreme cases. 
In one ease, an American woman 
left her house only three times in 30 
years. According to Bonchek, this 
phobia is common, complicated and 
debilitating. And. interestingly 
enough, most of those who suffer 
from it lead normal lives until one 
day. when they are overcome by a 
fear that changes everything. 

Children also have pbobias. A 
common one is school phobia - not 
the kind demonstrated by lazy stu- 
dents, but rather an on-going, deep- 
rooted fear of entering a school yard 
or classroom. Parents have often 
disregarded the cl aim that their child 
is afraid to go to school. In once case 
a father physically dragged and car- 
ried his eight-year-old daughter to 
school. The nearer they came to the 
building, the more violently the 
young girl reacted - screaming, kick- 
ing, biting and fighting - until the 
father put her down, and she ran off. 


Fears and phobias 

There are ways of helping phobics, Leah Abramowitz reports. 


For the next several weeks the girl 
refused to leave her mother and 
accompanied her to work, despite 
threats, shaming and bargaining. 

This search for safety in the pro- 
tective shadow of someone else is 
one characteristic of all those who 
suffer phobias. Many run periodical- 
ly to emergency rooms or seek out 
physicians. Some feel safe only in the 
presence of policemen. 

Another trait is the secrecy in 
which the phobic cloaks his fear. He 
will continually rationalize not 
attending family functions, or pre- 
fering to climb steps rather than 
taking an elevator. He rarely reveals 
wbat actually motivates bis strange 
behaviour. 

There are also physical symptoms 
associated with phobias, including 


heart palpitations, breathing diffi- 
culties, headaches, nausea, sweating 
and general weakness. The psycho- 
logical symptoms include an enor- 
mous dread that something terrible 
is about to happen, a feeling of 
impending death, madness, 
hopelessness, abandonment and 
lack of control. 

What are the causes of these se- 
vere reactions? In the past, phobias 
were thou gh t to be a symbol of some 
childhood trauma. They were often 
traced back to an unhappy or unre- 
solved relationship in one's past, and 
were treated in the classic 
psychoanalytical manner. Interes- 
tingly enough, Freud himself had a 
phobia: a fear of travel. 

Phobias have been known and 
recognized for centuries, and a num- 


ber of methods have been used to try 
to cure the phobic. These methods 
included hypnosis and teaching the 
patient how to relax, much as is done 
before childbirth, so that the patient 
can leant to deflate his level of 
anxiety and stress. None of these 
methods was completely success- 
ful. J , , 

In the last decade, however, there 
have been some significant break- 
throughs in die understanding and 
care of phobias- One theory post- 
ulates that a person feels he can 
escape an unpleasant situation by 
developing a rejection or avoidance 
of something, be it airplanes , dogs or 
heights. This rejection turns into a 
pattern that then develops into a 
full-fledged phobia. 

Another theory is connected with 


a biological explanation, whereby 
panic is created by a chemical change 
in the body. Afterward, the situation 
in which the person found himself 
when the panic set in is interpreted 
as being the cause of bis fear and 
forever after elicits the same re- 
sponse. 

Based on these two theories, 
psychologists have developed a 
treatment using behaviour modifica- 
tion. By means of gradual steps, the 
phobic learns that he can overcome 
his fears. 

For example, there was once a 
child who was afraid to climb slopes 
and who was. therefore, afraid to go 
to school alone, visit friends or go on 
class outings. The child's therapist 
took him to the foot of a slope and 
marked several steps up the slope 
with chalk. If the child was able to 
walk unaccompanied up to the first 
mark, he was rewarded with a pas- 
try. If he could only walk to the mark 
with his therapist, he was given only 
half a pastry. Nine days and nine 
pastries later the child had gone up 
die original slope, as well as several 


others. 

Similarly, a woman who was petri- 
fied of dogs was encouraged first to 
look at a dog for a while, then to 
stand near one, then to put her hand 
in the dog's direction, until at the 
end of two weeks she was petting the 
dog and feeling in control of herself. 

Bonchek feels that simply letting 
people know there are treatments 
for phobias will in itself bring some 
relief and comfort. Previous feiluFes 
to overcome his/her fears should 
not, he says, discourage the phobic 
from trying again. Bonchek is sure 
that help is possible but thatit must 
be administered by a professional. 

In order to help the phobic, sever- 
al treatment centres have been 
established in Israel. One is at the 
Geha Psychiatric Hospital in Petah 
Tikva, and another one, established 
by Bonchek, exists in Jerusalem 
(POB 18136). In addition, a Phobia 
Society of Israel will soon bring the 
subject to the public's attention, and 
it will encourage contact between 
those who suffer, or have suffered, 
from irrational fears.

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Slow recovery in insurance industry

TEL AVIV. - The first half of 1985 
brought a significant improvement 
in the insurance industry's results in 
the field of elementary insurance - 
which includes everything except life 
insurance. However, the second half 
of the year is likely to see the pace of 
the improvement reduced, although 
the full-year results for 1985 will 
probably be much better than those 
of 1984. 

This was the assessment of the 
Association of Israeli Insurance 
Companies, expressed at a press 
conference in Beit Sokolov here 
yesterday by Yosef Hachmey, of 
Phoenix Insurance. The associa- 
tion's outgoing chairman, his succes- 
sor, Alfred Goltz of Hassneb, and 
the bead of the association's econo- 
mic department, Shmuel Malkis. all 
echoed this feeling. 

The press conference was held in 
advance of the association's annual 
general meeting, which will take 
place in Jerusalem today. 

Overall, the speakers expressed 
satisfaction and relief at the degree 
of recovery that the insurance indus- 
try has made since the disastrous 

year of 1983, when it lost over 40% 
of its capital. 

• At the same time, they are con- 
cerned that the disciplinary mea- 
sures taken by the association in the 
last year or two, including a “non- 
discrimination agreement," which is 
supposed to prevent cheap pre- 
miums for large customers, may be 
breaking down as companies con- 
vince themselves that the danger has 
passed.

in 1984. Earnings per share were 23 
cents, compared to 44 cents last 
year. 

Sales for the quarter increased by 
25%. to 55,224,000, compared with

In another new product area the 
company announced that the West 
German Telephone Administration 
ordered an additional 500 units of its 
innovative Subscriber Line Doubler, 
now renamed “DigiLoop." bringing 
the total order to 1 .000 units. 

The initial order was announced 
by the company on September 3, 
1985. Marketing of the “DigiLoop’’ 
has now begun in other countries of 
Europe and the U.S. 


Islamic law constitutes a 
debt problem for Saudi banks 


BAHRAIN (Reuter). - Banks lend- 
ing money in Saudi Arabia no w face 
a mountain of bad debts because of 
the conflict between western-style 
banking and Islamic laws, say bank- 
ing and legal sources in the region. 

Saudi courts will not back bank 
claims for interest, forbidden by 
Islam, and often offset the interest 
already paid by a borrower against 
the principal he owes. 

Bankers say borrowers well able 
to pay their debts often hide behind 
such judgements. Even when banks 
get court orders for debt repayment, 
they have found it practically im- 
possible to win an order for seizure 
of assets. 

The head of the country's fourth 
.largest bank, Al-Bank Ai-Saudi A1 
* Fransi has complained of a “de- 
terioration of financial morality in 
the kingdom." 

Yves Max. managing director of 
the bank, called for modem financial 
laws in keeping with Saudi Arabia's 
industr ializa tion drive, now placing 
emphasis on the private sector. 

“If you want to develop a large 
and modern economy, you need a 
large and modern banking system." 
be told the Saudi Gazette. 

Since orders to seize assets are 
practically impossible io obtain, the 
bnly legal censure against a debtor is 
Jail, which is often a sufficiently 
strong threat to achieve some settle- 
ment. But legal and banking sources 
said that in practice only poorer 
debtors are imprisoned. 

Islamic law has no system of pre- 
cedent, and judges look at each case 


on its merits. This means that most 
courts are willing to offset interest 
already paid by a debtor against the 
principal he owes. 

Lawyers say that loan agreements 
with Saudi borrowers often cite En- 
glish law or the law of the State of 
New York. However, they say this 
has proved practically useless unless 
the borrower holds assets overseas 
which can be seized. 

They say that while procedures 
exist to enforce foreign court judge- 
ments in Saudi Arabia, this in prac- 
tice has never been done for rulings 
from non-Arab courts. 

Saudi authorities, which have so 
far resisted a Western-style banking 
system, are aware of the problems. 
According to official figures, Saudi 
banks have set aside $1.5 billion in 
loan-loss provisions since 1982 on 
loans of about $16b. 

But bankers and lawyers doubt 
that the political climate exists for 
changes in the law so fundamental as 
to allow b anks to win court judge- 
ments for interest. 

The problem has become impor- 
tant as government spending - and 
thus Saudi economic activity - has 
dramatically slowed causing a slump 
which has led to billions of dollars of 
bad debts. 

Saudi Arabia has borne the brunt 
of a weak oil market, which has more 
than halved government revenues to 
$47b. in 1984/85. from over $100b. 
three years earlier. Government in- 
come this year is expected to be even 
lower.

Thomas Pickering 

New U.S. envoy 
talks to local 
businessmen

TEL AVIV. - The speed with which 
the dispute over the quota placed by 
the U.S. on Israel's exports of cotton 
sheeting was resolved indicates that 
a good mechanism exists to solve any 
future problems between the two 
partners to the Free Trade Area 
agreement. This was stared yester- 
day by U.S. Ambassador Thomas 
Pickering, who was addressing the 
Israel -Ara erica Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Pickering devoted all of his pre- 
pared address to trade between the 
two countries, and to America's 
stated stand against protectionism. 
He highlighted the problems of small 
towns, where the local textile plant 
was the chief employer. The U.S. 
too had to consider its unemployed, 
be said. Moreover, there was rising 
pressure to adopt- protectionist poli- 
cies, which the Administration lead- 
ers were fighting. 

Pickering said he believed in the 
freest possible flow of goods be- 
tween national. “Such trade adv- 
ances peace and helps avoid war” he 
said. 

On taking up his post in Israel some 
months ago, he said he was pleasant- 
ly surprised at the close working 
relationship between the embassy 
and the chamber. “It is one of the 
closest, if not the closest, I have seen 
in my diplomatic career.” 

Pickering said he had only one 
disappointment. The president of 
the chamber, Arye Makleff, could 
not attend yesterday’s luncheon. But 
the ambassador agreed that Makleff 
had a weighty reason - his daughter 
in the U.S. had given birth to tri- 
plets. “If 1 have to be stood up, it is 
nice to know it is by triplets,” he 
quipped. • 


Singapore faces bleak 
businessoutiook 

SINGAPORE (Reuter). - The Sing- 
apore government yesterday painted 
a bleak picture of the country’s eco- 
nomy. once one of the Far East’s 
brightest, with thousands of people 
thrown out of work. 

The gloomy survey was issued by 
the ministry of trade and industry, as 
heavy selling on the stock exchange 
pushed the market index down to a 
41-month low. 

The ministry's regular quarterly 
survey blamed poor world demand 
and a property glut for the slump, 
which had put 80,000 workers out of 
jobs in the first nine months, more 
than half of them in the construction 
sector. 

The economy fell 3.5% in the 
third quarter, and forecast a 2% 
decline for the whole year, com- 
pared with 8.2% growth in 1984.

Elscint seeks to split off its 
conventional X-ray business

HAIFA. — Elscint ’s board of direc- 
tors, meeting in Chicago in the wake 
of the company's successful parti- 
cipation in the annual meeting of the 
Radiology Society of North. Amer- 
ica, has decided to restructure its 
conventional X-ray business as a 
separate unit. This is intended as a 
first step towards finding new part- 
ners to become involved in this area 
of Elscint’s business. 

Elscint claims that discussions are, 
in fact, already underway with sever- 
al interested parties, but nothing 
concrete has yet been achieved. It 
further said that, except for its mam- 
mography systems, it intends to con- 
centrate the marketing of its X-ray 
systems through dealers, rather than 
directly through its own sales force. 

These decisions come as part of 


the ongoing efforts by management 
to cut back costs and concentrate 
resource on the areas in which the 
firm has the greatest relative advan- 
tage, both in technology and market 
presence. 

In this connection, the company 
announces that it has succeeded in 
arranging for the extension of the 
terms of its export financing with its 
commercial bankers and the Bank of 
Israel - as reported in The Jerusalem 
Post three weeks ago - and has' 
arranged additional hues of credit. 

Elscint has determined in con- 
sultation with its auditors that the 
current audit of its financial state- 
ments will be conducted Jbr the 
seven-month period ending on Octo- 
ber 31, rather than for Ox six months 
to September 30. as previously 
ann ounced. 


Israel knows how to safeguard air cargo

Dollar falls further 

LONDON (AP). - The dollar lost 
more ground against European and 
Japanese currencies in nervous trad- 
ing yesterday as dealers anticipated 
possibly bad U.S. economic news 
next week. Gold dropped. 

The fail was triggered by a drop on 
New YoTk markets Tuesday, which 
reduced the dollar to its lowest level 
in almost 2Vi years. Its decline in 
Europe was slowed only by dealers’ 
reluctance to enter into large trans- 
actions on the eve of the Thanksgiv- 
ing Day Holiday today. 

A further drop was “almost un- 
avoidable,” said a Frankfurt dealer. 

Another said: "The market is very

TEL AVIV. - The share rally con- 
tinued yesterday but showed clear 
signs of running out of steam, after 
only two days. Bonds once a gain 
lurched ahead, but here, too , there 
was no real momentum. Treasury 
bills continued to see their yields 
slip, in the wake of the interest rate 
cuts announced by the banks. 

There was plenty of evidence of 
just how shallow the current rally is. 
Starting with the fact that the strong 
advance/decline ratio, with 203 
issues rising and only 75 falling, did 
not translate into significant gains, 
and the non-bank index rose only 
1.13%. 

Although some sectors managed 
advances of 2-2.5%, the investment 
company group rose less than one 
per cent, and this sector is almost 
always a leading indicator of where 
the market’s nose is pointing. In this 
case it, too, is saying that there is no 
follow-through left. 

The volume in the “arrangement” 
sector also fell sharply, and the 
group as a whole made little prog- 
ress. Other dollar-linked bonds 
actually fell, while index-linked 
issues showed fractional gains. 

With money pouring out from the 
redemption of Treasury bills every 
Wednesday, part of the answer as to 
what is happening to these sums may 
be revealed in an announcement 
from Bank Hapoaiim yesterday. 
This said that the bank had suc- 
ceeded in attracting as much as IS120 
million to its short-term patam de- 
posit scheme, by offering higher in- 
terest than is available on one-month 
Treasury bills.

The law and the army 


NOT LONG AGO three soldiers were reportedly brought up 
for trial before a military court for having roughed up an 
innocent Beduin. The three judges of the court, all army 
officers, were persuaded that the soldiers had acted not only 
brutally but without reason or warrant. One of the judges 
thought the accused deserved six months in the clink, but was 
overruled by his fellow jurists who concluded that two months 
was enough. It did not. however, occur to any member of the 
court that the offenders should go scot free. 

An appeal for pardon, however, immediately went to the 
area commanding officer who. applying superior judgement, 
promptly released the three soldiers without even bothering to 
explain why. To be sure, the commanding officer was within his 
rights. The present Military Justice Law allows the chief of staff 
and the three area commanding officers to commute sentences 
handed down by military courts us they deem fit. 

Eight years ago the Shamgar Committee, headed by the then 
attorney-general. Meir Shamgar. a military law expert, recom- 
mended that that special privilege of the military hierarchy be 
taken away as part of a sweeping reform of military justice. The 
IDF, however, fiercely opposed the proposal, and a succession 
of defence ministers supported its stand, even in the face of the 
blatant misuse of the privilege by former chief of staff Rafael 
Eitan in pardoning convicted murderers. 

On Monday an amendment to the Military Justice Law, 
largely based on the Shamgar Committee report, at long last 
passed its first reading in the Knesset. The amendment is a 
significant step forward: if approved, it will make the military 
court system more independent of the IDF command structure, 
and more law-oriented. Thus it is now proposed that the 
president of the Military Court of Appeals, and not only his 
fellow judges on the court, should be experienced jurists. 

But the Shamgar Committee recommendation that had 
aroused the most military resistance during the past eight years 
is excluded from the draft of the amendment: stripping the chief 
of staff and the commanding officers of the power to commute 
sentences. It was the defence minister. Yitzhak Rabin, himself 
a former chief of staff, who talked the Ministerial Committee 
on Legislation into omitting this provision from the mooted 
reform. 

Speaking in the Knesset on Monday, in reply to the plenum 
debate. Mr. Rabin argued that, if the military courts were to be 
wholly divorced from the command structure, there would be 
no reason whatever to maintain a separate military judicial 
system. 

This is a wholly shortsighted approach. Military justice the 
world over does not enjoy a particularly high reputation, even 
in the more enlightened countries: one indication is the familiar 
old saw about military justice beir.g to justice what military 
music is to music. What this country's legislators may neverthe- 
less try to ensure is that military’ justice in Israel’ should be 
meted out by an orderly court system Firmly anchored in 
professional military expertise, rather than by a system of 
military tribunals leavened by a measure of legality but 
ultimately subject to the whims of the generals. 

Indeed, it should be to the advantage of the commanding 
officers themselves, lacking legal training as they do, that there 
would be no ground for exposing them to pressures for pardons 
or to the temptation of bending the law to suit their personal or 
even political whims. 

It is still not too late for the Knesset to revise the amendment 
in line with the criticisms voiced even by members of Mr. 
Rabin's own party. If that is not done, it will be only the 
personality of the privileged officer that could prevent a 
repetition of Raful's travesties under the Military Justice Law. 
And this is hardly assurance enough. 


Misplaced enthusiasm 


THIS WEEK Finance Minister Y itzhak Moda'i has turned his 
attention to the foreign workers who are supposed to be taking 
the bread out of the mouths of Israeli workers, and who 
therefore must be sent packing. Since it costs money to break 
contracts with the foreign workers and to ship them back to 
wherever they came from. Mr. Moda'i. hard-pressed for cash 
and tightfisted as he is. has generously promised to find the 
money for that purpose. 

But what precisely is the purpose? It is unclear where, and 
how. and in what sorts of jobs foreign workers are competing 
with Israelis - or even how many of them there are. All kinds of 
figures have been bandied about. Some speak of as many as 
40,000 foreign workers, most - though by no means all - of 
them presumably working here illegally. But reliable informa- 
tion is very scarce. 

From time to time there is a rash of popular stories about 
Thai cooks who have become Chinese chefs in Israel; about 
Filipino girls imported through shady agencies 10 take care of 
the households of the affluent; or about Portuguese workers 
willing to do any hard job. As always, there is probably a grain 
or more of truth in such stories. All told, however, they seem to 
be an expression of the xenophobia that regularly crops up all 
over the world as a by-product of local unemployment, and 
which - in this country - finds a target in Arab workers from the 
territories as well. 

There are. no doubt, foreign workers in Israel who- whether 
legally or illegally - are competing with domestic labour. There 
are also others who perform work that Israelis will not do for 
either love or money, not to speak of experts we must import 
from abroad. At a stretch of the definition, even the volunteers 
who come to work on kibbutzim are unpaid foreign labour, 
whose reward, in addition to their upkeep, is the satisfaction of 
experiencing kibbutz life. These volunteers, too. could be seen 
as unfairly competing for jobs that might otherwise be filled by 
the unemployed in the development towns. 

What is necessary , before allocating any funds for the 
repatriation of unwanted foreign workers, is to put some order 
into the entire business: first of all, to collect the data (where is 
the Interior Ministry?), and to lay down and enforce legal 
norms for the employment of foreigners and for their right to 
work (where is the Ministry of Labour?). It might even be a 
sound idea to tax the employment of foreign workers, just as 
other imports of services from abroad are taxed. 

Putting an end to the anarchy that seems to prevail in this 
area today will do more to prevent unfair competition against 
Israeli workers (not so much by the foreign workers themselves 
as by their employers) than any pandering to xenophobic 
moods.

PRIME -MINISTER Shimon Peres 
this week put a damper on Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'i’s zeal for 
cutting the 1986 budget. It won't be 
cut by the $600 million the Treasury 
wants. Possibly by $300 million, but 
not an agora - new or old - from the 
defence budget. 

Conventional wisdom says that 
the prime minister’s intervention is 
pitting politics against economic 
reason, which dictates that the 
budget must be cut by $600 million if 
the economy is really to be put on the 
path of recovery, stability and 
growth, and if a tolerable level of 
foreign currency reserves is to be 
achieved. Otherwise, we are told, all 
the achievements of the stabilization 
policy launched in July will soon be 
dissipated. 

With 15 respectable professors of 
economics (and more who did not 
speak out) coming to the aid of the 
budget-cutters with an open epistle 
to the government and the public, it 
is well-nigh reckless to challenge the 
conventional wisdom. However, on 
pain of being read out of the com- 
munity of economists. I must join a 
few intrepid colleagues in the press 
and in the underground of the estab- 
lishment in questioning the conven- 
tional wisdom. 

What is to be achieved by cutting 
next year’s budget by $600 million or 
even $300 million? What has hap- 
pened since the recovery program- 
me was launched in July to make it 
necessary? What will happen if the 
budget is so cut, and what if it isn't? 

For answers, we must go back to 
the main objectives of the stabiliza- 
tion policy and its central tools. Its 
two main objectives were to curb 
inflation and to overcome an immi- 
nent balance of payments crisis. Its 
two main tools were to cut real wages 
and to reduce the budget deficit by 
cutting public expenditure and/or 
shifting it from the public purse to 
the private pocket. 

The policy was clearly recession- 
ary. It spelled unemployment, all the 
protestations to the contrary not- 
withstanding. The theory that wage 
cuts are an alternative to unemploy- 
ment - again and again propagated 
by the prime minister himself - was 
□o more than the confusion of a 
micro-economic truth for a macro- 
economic deception. 

• Did the policy succeed in terms of 
its objectives? The answer is dearly 
yes. Inflation has been brought 
down sharply. The 4.7 per cent price 
rise in October does not disprove 
that, because if seasonal factors are 
excluded, the “core" inflation was 
1-2 per cent. That was its rate in the 
second half of October. In the first 
half of November there even was a 
1-2 per cent fall in the average price 
level - an event that, if confirmed by 
the price index for the whole of 
November, will be something that 
has not been experienced in Israel 
since 1967. 

Is it all temporary, merely the 
result of the administrative price 
controls, so that the budget must be 
cut in order to curb demand and 
keep prices stable? 


Nonsense. Price controls, even if 
imposed with an iron-fist (and ours 
are not) can conceivably, and for a- 
short while, keep prices from rising. 
What they can never do is ro bring 
prices down, not even for two weeks 
or a month. There are a hundred 
ways to evade price controls, and 
where they can be evaded, they are. 
If the average price level has never- 
theless come down, it is a clear sign 
that there is no demand inflation. 

True, the budget cutters will con- 
cede, but the demand inflation that 
is not, will soon be. The public has a 
hoard of financial assets worth no 
less than $35 billion, part of which it 
can, may. and presumably will divert 
to current consumption overnight. 

Indeed, even if only 10 per cent of 
these accumulated savings were to 
swamp the consumer goods markets, 
the economy would collapse. Fear 
that this may happen has long been 
Moda'i's special bogey. Hence his 
repeated broad hints that sometime, 
somehow, if only he can ever get rid 
of the need to "bribe the saver" - 
capitalists as well as the more 
-affluent wage-earners - he will take a 
swipe at accumulated capital. 

He coold do it now, by reducing 
interest rates, because the whole 
theory underlying the fear of the 
so-called “financial mountain" is 
baseless. Its view of savings as defer- 
red consumption is simple-minded. 
Savings are for the preservation and 
accumulation of capital, not for later 
consumption. Even the rise in im- 
ports of cars in October, and some 
indications that there has been an 
upswing in sales of luxury apart- 
ments does not disprove tbat (can 
one month's data ever be a basis for 
policy?) 

The hoarding of money in liquid 
shekel deposits is no indication at all 
that the cash is held only temporarily 
for immi nent consumption. The 
money sits in rhese short-term, li- 
quid deposits for a very good reason. 
The Bank of Israel and the commer- 
cial banks pay no less than 15 per 
cent real interest a month for it - 
more than can be obtained in any 
other financial investment. What is 
more: these investments are safer 
than any other, even against the 
danger of devaluation. The govern- _ 
men; has declared, and the public * 
apparently believes it. that there will 
be no davalnation as long as wages 
do not rise - and that is a signal 
anyone will see in time to shift out of 
shekel deposits. 

The public is therefore right to sit 
on the fence and collect a hefty 
interest on its liquid assets. Moreov- 
er, the interest, on which the Bank of 
Israel has so far spent something like 
$150 million (printed money!) may 
well be regarded as a windfall, which 
it is legitimate to spend on cars and 
flats without touching the principal. 

But if there is no demand inflation 
and no real danger that it will erupt 
tomorrow, what other sense can 
there be in the budget cuts deman- 
ded almost as an article of faith? 

ONE REASON could be that the 
economic policy has been so success- 
ful, mainly by its drastic cut of real

The truth is that with this U.S. aid 
and a substantial improvement in the 
trade balance, we have no short- 
term foreign payments problem. 

If it is not an actual demand infra- ' 
tion, nor an impending one, nor a 
rise in wages that has to be cowed 
into restraint by mass unemploy-

Every year, a portion of the 
campaign funds are 
allocated to upgrade the 
living conditions of Israel’s 
elderly people, many of 
whom live in sub-standard 
homes that urgently 
require repairer 
renovation. Broken 
walkways are repaved, 
railings installed, faulty 
electricity rewired. Some 
homes need new showers 
or toilets, others receive 
security locks or beepers. 
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wages, that unemployment has risen 
far more than was foreseen. The 
government will therefore have to 
funnel cash imo the economy to bail 
out failing businesses and to alleviate 
unemployment. Since it doesn't 
have the cash for that, it must cut the 
budget to provide it. 

If tbat is the purpose, it will cer- 
tainly not reduce aggregate demand. 
The money saved by budget cuts wiJJ 
be spent again. The difference will 
be that more people who -work for 
the market-place and more firms 
producing goods will be kept work- 
ing and producing unsaleable goods 
by the grace of bureaucrats' and 
politicians. 

There could be another reason 
which, indeed, is hardly hidden. 
More budget cuts mean higher un- 
employment, and there is nothing 
that constr ains wages better than 
long queues at the employment ex- 
changes. The real battle is over real 
wages which, the econocrats fear, 
will soon rise again. If they do, prices 
will quickly follow them. The gov- 
ernment will then devalue the cur- 
rency to offset the wage and price 
rises, and we'll be back to the famil- 
iar wage-price-devaluation spiral. It 
will be the end of these far successful 
stabilization on the cost side. 

What is conveniently forgotten is 
that the cut in real wages has far 
overshot the mark. It has been far in 
excess of what the most ardent 
budget cutters ever hoped to achieve 
by slashing public expenditure. 
There is no reason on earth why 
some of the overshooting should not 
be made op for, without causing any 
collapse of price stability. 

After all. the producers did not 
lose any money when they paid the 
real wage of June this year. In July, 
they were given a hefty 20 per cent 
price increase while wages - already 
eroded - were frozen (except for the 
12 per cent allowance to make up for 
about half of July's price increase 
and a one-time compensation of 10 
per cent in September). They can 
well absorb a wage rise without jack- 
ing up their prices, even if real wages 
would rise back in full to the level of 
June. 

They can, and perhaps they ought 
to. But perhaps they won't, despite 
the fail in their other costs of produc- 
tion, such as imported raw materials 
and fnel, because so many of them 
are monopolists, and they will raise 
their prices. If that is so, there is an 
excellent case for bearing down on 
them hard with administrative price 
controls and, much more effectively, 
opening up the market to competi- 
tive imports. 
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BUT SALVATION will never come 
from the defence establishment as 
such. The solution is political, and 
very much in the field of foreign and 
defence policy. There is no chance 
that the present political leadership, 
from Shimon Peres to Yitzhak Sha- 
mir and beyond, will so much as 
contemplate a foreign policy, and a 
defence doctrine to go with it, that 
will make it possible to reduce our 
crippling defence burden. 

On the contrary - they will con- 
tinue to preach the virtues of high 
defence technology; they will bran- 
dish the threat of the increasing 
military strength of our adversaries. 
They seem to be unaware of a recent 
study by the Institute of Strategic 
Studies at Tel Aviv University that 
says that the Arab countries* and 
particularly Syria and Jordan, have 
reduced their defence expenditures 
sharply, both absolutely and in terms 
of their share of gross national pro- 
duct They will go on counting tanks, 
planes and guns and, if the ISS is 
right, count wrongly. 

What is more - when the 
budgeteers force cuts in defence 
spending, the military establishment 
will, like the civilian establishments, 
make sure- that the cuts are where it 
alarms the public most. They will cut 
orders from the defence industries 
that may give us a margin of qualita- 
tive superiority, because that hurts 
industry and creates unemployment; 
they will cut back on flying hours and 
on training and munitions for exer- 
cises and tell us loudly’ tbat they did. 
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ment. nor a foreign payment crisis, 
what other case could there be for 
the budget cuts that send Mr. Moda'i 
into tantrums? 

There is one. The economists, to a 
man, want the defence budget cut. 
After years of nagging concern, they 
have come to realize that an eco- 
nomy that spends 14 to 16 per cent of 
its gross national product (of its own 
resources, not counting American 
aid) on defence, is stripped of an 
mvestible surplus and impoverished 
by a brains drain from productive 
enterprise into the parasitic produc- 
tion for defence. It is doomed to 
stagnation and inflation . because the 
defence burden is the fundamental 
structural disequilibrium of our eco- 
nomy. 

But a defence doctrine tbat might 
make it possible to cut defence ex- 
penditures without endangering our 
security is beyond the economists' 
province. They therefore want to 
apply the fiscal brakes to force the 
defence establishment, which has a 
virtual monopoly over defence doc- 
trine, to come up on its own with a 
solution.

This being said, it would be unfair 1 / ' , 
to accuse the defence establishment' 
of being cynical or indifferent to the 
country's economic hardships. Butit.. . 
is inextricably caught up in the mesh 
of a defence conception that has 
never contemplated anything but a 
siege society forever. It cannot con-' 
ceive of a new and different defence' - 
doctrine, of a smaller, leaner army; 
least of all can it conceive of a foreign ] 

policy that might at least freeze our 
defence burden if not reduce it. 

Against the massive weight of this 
defence establishment and the poli- 
tical orientation behind it. the puny 
efforts of the budgeteers to force a 
reorientation by fiscal pressure are 
simply ridiculously naive. They will - 
produce not merely a recession - a 
euphemism that contains a hint that $ 
the economy will move ahead again • 

- but a lasting depression. 

The budgeteers, eternally in 
search of action, apparently cannot 
conceive that right now it may be the 
better part of wisdom to muster the 
courage of doing nothing and let the 
economy settle down to the results 
launched in July, which is still far 
from having worked itself out.
